George R. Curtis Submits Lowest 
Figures on All Three of 
the Contracts

All the bungalows will 
be thoroughly modern in equipment, 
their peculiar style of construction 
should make them exceptionally cool 
in the warmest weather.

The advance of the consolidation 
movement in Los Angeles, considera¬ 
tion Oi the distribution oi Owens 
liter water and the matter of con¬ 
solidating city and county govern¬ 
ments lias called attention to the 
provisions of the Los Angeles city 
charter for government of suburban 
neighborhoods under the borough 
plan. .he more remote of the re¬ 
sell! iv annexed districts or Los An¬ 
geles have found serious disadvan¬ 
tages in being shorn of all power of 
home rule, and receiving little or no 
attention from the central govern¬ 
ment. The borough plan seems to 
obviate the difficulty in part. At any 
rate the provisions of the Los An¬ 
geles charter are of interest just 
now. An attorney has presented 
them thus: 

Briefly summed up, the city which 
consolidates under the borough sys¬ 
tem as provided for Los Angeles, has 
the power of a city of the sixth class, 
i his is the class in which Pasadena 
belonged before the present ireehold 
charter was adopted. 

A borough is established in any 
territory consolidated with I .os An¬ 
geles in which there are not less 
than 5 00 inhabitants. A petition 
signed by fifty per cent of the reg¬ 
istered voters in such territory, re¬ 
citing the name and boundaries of 
sin h desired borough makes it man¬ 
datory for the Los Angeles city coun¬ 
cil to call an election within such 
territory. A Majority favorable vote 
within the affected territory there¬ 
upon constitutes that territory a 
borough and names it. 

The borough is ruled by a borough 
council of five and this council has 
all the powers of a board of trustees 
in a city of the sixth class, such as 
is South Pasadena at the present 
time. 

The borough council elects one of 
its members as president, such of¬ 
ficial really being the mayor, as is 
the case in cities of the sixth class. 
The borough council has the power 
to levy taxes for borough purposes, 
not to exceed $1 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. This council has the pow¬ 
er to appoint an attorney, clerk, 
treasurer, auditor, recorder, marshal 
and necessary police officers blit the 
tax collecting and assessing is done 
respectively by the tax collector and 
assessor of the city of Los Angeles. 
The board of trustees for the bor¬ 
ough can authorize the treasurer of 
Los Angeles to perform the duties 
of treasurer for the borough. 

The qualified voters of the borough 
are to be alowed to vote for all of¬ 
ficials of the city of Los Angeles and 
at all other elections affecting prop¬ 
erty in the borough. All general 
taxes collected for the borough are 
to be paid to the borough treasurer. 

The borough bears its share of all 
bonded indebtedness incurred after 
the annexation of the territory in the 
borough and the city of Los Angeles 
has the nower to levy a tax in the

POWERS OF A BOROUGH 

(Continued from Page One) 

borough to pay any indebtedness 
which the borough may have con¬ 
tracted in the form of bonds prior to 
consolidation. 

The Los Angeles city council is to 
have exclusive jurisdiction over two 
streets or roadways in each borough 
which in themselves or as a contin¬ 
uation of any road extend from the 
present boundaries of the city of Los 
Angeles to the sea. This clause af¬ 
fects San Pedro particularly. 

The other clauses in the amended 
charter provide for the management 
of parks by the Los Angeles city 
council, the regulation of trees in 
parkings, the cleaning up of vacant 
property and the control of the mu¬ 
nicipal water system through a board 
of water commissioners. In case of 
the complete consolidation of city 
and county government the Los An¬ 
geles city council would act as a 
board of county supervisors.

HOW THE DOUBT/E RED 

CROSS ORIGINATED 

Although the double red cross has 
been used in America for more than 
four years as the international em¬ 
blem of the crusade against tubercu¬ 
losis, few people have known how it 
originated until announcement of the 
history of the symbol was made pub¬ 
lic recently by the National Associa¬ 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis. 

It has been ascertained that the 
double red cross was first suggested 
as the symbol of the International 
Anti-Tuberculosis Association in Ber¬ 
lin in October, 1902. The proposer 
of the symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
Paris, who is now associate secretary 
of L’Association Centrale Francaise 
Contre la Tuberculose. Dr. Sersi¬ 
ron s proposal was adopted at the 
Berlin meeting and a movement was 
at once started to secure oflfi ial rec¬ 
ognition and protection for the 
double cross from European govern¬ 
ments. 

The double red cross is similar in 
shape to a cross used frequently in 
the Greek Catholic churches, and 
also to the Lorraine Cross of France. 
The National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculo¬ 
sis in the . nited States has adopted 
the proportions of nine for the length 
of the cross to five for the width of 
the arms, with a space one-ninth of 
the length between the arms. 

in 1902, when the double red 
cross was adopted, there were not 
more than a half dozen associations 
for the prevention of tuberculosis 
organized on a wide basis. Today 
under the banner of the anti-tubercu¬ 
losis crusade, associations have been 
formed in almost every civilized 
country in the world. Even China 
is beginning to take action along this 
line, whue in Turkey, India, Japan, 
the Philippines, South Africa, Aus¬ 
tralia, Iceland, and all of the Euro¬ 
pean countries active societies are at 
work. In the United States, from 
four independent associations in 
1902, the double red cross now en¬ 
lists a carefully organized national 
movement under which are affiliated 
more than thirty state bodies and 
4 20 local societies. if to these 
agencies are added the local, state, 
and national governments enrolled 
in anti-tuberculosis work, the double 
red cross becomes the symbol of the 
greatest organized campaign for the 
prevention of disease that the world 
has ever known.
